LR V.10 Heated cargoes 
LR V.10.1 General 


LR V.10.1.1 In order to facilitate assessment of the seagoing operating temperatures of cargo tank structure, a temperature 

distribution investigation is to be submitted when: 

(a) the cargo heating source is integral with the structure of cargo tank boundaries which are not in contact with the sea, or 

(b) heated cargoes are to be carried in longitudinally framed ships at temperatures exceeding 65°C 80°C in integral tanks. 
Consideration will be given to permissible temperatures for ships with partial transverse framing, taking account of the 
submitted structural arrangements. 
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
